How the Terrible Engine of Instruction 


Was Used In Warfare. 


Joinville, who served under King 


Louis IX in the seventh crnsadeof 1248, 
gives a graphic description of the ter- 
rors of Greek fire: "It happened one 
uighc that the Turks brought up an en- 
gine that they called the perriere (stone 
thrower), a terrible engine of destruc- 
tion, and placed it in front of some cat 
castles (chaz chateil) that M. Qaultiei 
de Cnrel and I were , guarding thai 
night, and from this engine they threw 
Greek firo at us in great quantities (a 
plante). It was the most horrible thing 
that ever I snw. When the good knight, 
M. Ganltier, my comrade, saw the fire, 
he cried out and said to us: 'Seigneurs, 
wo are lost forever without remedy, for 
if they set fire to onr cat castles we 
shall be consumed and burned, and if 
we leave onr post wo shall be disgraced, 
and so I conclude that theio is no one 
who can defend as from this peril ex- 
cept God, our blessed Creator. Order all 
our men, every time tho enemy throws 
the Greek £ire, to throw themselves on 
their hands and knees and cry, "Thanks 
to our Lord, in whom is all power!' 
Aud whenever the Turks fired tho first 
shot we threw ourselves thus on our 
hands and knees, as our commander line! 
ordered. Tho nature of Greek fire was1 
such that it advanced toward us as big as 
a tun, and its tail extended a yard iu 
length (une doinye-cniine deqnati'opr.us) 
It made such a EOJ'EO iu corning that it 
seemed us though it were a thunderbolt 
falling fvoiu heaven aud appeared to rue 
like a great dragon flying iu tho air, It 
threw out such brilliant light that it 
was as clear as daylight iu oar Lost, so 
great was its flame of fire. Throe times 
that night they threw this Greok firo at 
ns from tho aforesaid perricro and four 
times from the great crossbow (arbclcste 
a tour), and every time onr good King 
St. Louis heard that they were throwing 
tho fire at us iu this manner he cast 
himself upon the ground, and stretch- 
ing out his .hands, with his face uprais- 
ed to heaven, he cried in a loud voice to 
our Lord and exclaimed as ho shed great 
tears, 'Bean Siro Dion Jesus Christ, 
garde rnoy et route ma gent.' "• ("His- 
toire de St. Louis," Petitot, volume 8, 
page 285.) 


The cat castles mentioned by Joinvillo 


wero wooden towers used iu siegos, and 
tho word canue is a French measure of 
length equivalent to six feet aud con- 
sisting of eight pans of uiuo inches 
each. 
Thero was nothing novel in tho 


mere throwing of firo. 
It has always 


been one of the usual incidents of sieges.

\'ised, and in the revision tho s-ilvt 
dollar was omitted from the list of coiu 
and a trade dollar of 378 grains of tin 
silver or 420 grains of standard silve 
was substituted. By the general re 
vision of tho statutes, which took pltic 
in tho same year, tho legal tender limit 
of all silver coirs was fixed at $5, so 
that, instead of curling silver dollar 


trade dollars that wero only available 
as money up to $j. This constituted 
the demonetization of silver. Every 
dollar of our enormous debt, public 
and private, became at once payable 
exclusively in gold, except that silvet 
could be used for the payment of small 
debts not exceeding $5."

If it would, the 
County Central 
Committees might

This substantially was the 
condition of the masses of our people 
prior to 1892, when the revolution came. 
Moved, as it were, by a common im- 
pulse, fully two-thirds of the voters of 
each of the old parties concluded to 
take a new departure. 
Dyed-in-the- 


wool Democrats and old-line Republi- 
cans fraternized 
and 
shook hands 


across the bloody chasm, as it were, 
and when tho compact was complete, 
neither could or would admit that any 
principle had suffered, but wo all 
claimed that then we were in a position 
to demand that which we each so long 
had prayed for. 
Tho independents of 


each party had cut loose from the de- 
pendents of their parties and promul- 
gated a new Declaration of Independ- 
ence couched in few ^ords hut effect- 
ive like the Roman sword, on account 
of its shortness, to wit: 
''Wo will 


henceforth not vote for any man who ii 
not for the restoration of silver to its 
place as one of the money metals of tho 
constitution." 
This was the wa» cry 


of the masses, regardless of old party 
ties, and the people ratified the plat- 
form by a two-thirds vote at the polls 
in 1892 and, so far as your correspond- 
ent is aware, not one of tho then ma- 
jority is at all sorry for his acts at that 
time. 


It is true that the lallypoops, such a? 


tho Gazelle man and the Enterprise edi- 
tor, are telling from time to time of the 
"waning" of tho party of the people, 
but that is nothing new now for 
it was the same in 1892. Then they 
told us it was a mushroom growth and 
could not succeed. But we did suc- 
ceed, and then it was urged that 
Novado alone could do nothing; and 
they weie wrong again, for the people, 
independent of either of the old parties, 
sent an independent to the Senate of 
the United States and an independent 
to the lower House of Congress. These 
two independents went there to work 
for the best interests of Nevada; and, 
not only this, but the independent 


ction of the people of our State se- 
ured a solid independent delegation 
rom Nevada, which, by the way, ig 
ecognized wherever known as one of 
10 most influential and able deloga- 
lons from any State in the halls of 
Jongress. And this ia not all. It is 
aid that like begets like, and the re- 
ult is that a few days ago the spirit oC 
ndependence reached a large majority 
f tho Senators of Congress and that 
large percentage of both Democratic 
nd Republican Senators voted with 
ur own independents and passed a bill 
0 restore silver to its rightful position 
1 a money motal. And all chis gain 
as come in a short time and in the 
ace of the money grabbers and s>hy- 
ocks of Wall street and the office- 
eeking home guards of our owu St 
Vho, then, will have the courage to 
ay that we will not have free coinage 
vithin tno years? And as free coinage 
,nd a just settlement of our govern- 
ment finances go hand in hand, who 
.onbts that in tho near future our 
mining industries will revive, silver be 
vorth $1 29 an ounce, wheat $1 50 a 
lushel, wool 20 cents a pound, hay $1 
a ton and plenty of work foi all honest 
aborers at from $2 50 to ^4 a day? 
["hen Nevada will take a place worthy 
he name of a State. All hail the inde- 
pendent people of Nevada. They are 
he salt of the earth, and, no doubt, 
will continue the battle that promises 
mch grand results. So mote it be.

She Skeleton of 


The local historians of Baton Bouge, 


La., believe that the mortal remains of 
Fernando pe Soto lie buried between 
two gigantic live oaks near the present 
site of Port Hudson.

In 1853 three hunters—Eigsby,

dling a fire they found a human skele- 
ton in a hollow log that had been lying 
in a drift. The bones were those of a man 
six feet tall. 
In the log a helmet, a 


rusty sword and a large bronze crucifix 
were also found, and on one of tho fin- 
gers of tho skeleton's hand a largo seal 
ring. 
The discoverers of this ghastly 


memento believe that the remains were 
those of Do Soto, tho discoverer of the 
Mississippi river. 
The bnrial place of 


the bones is well known to the Rigsbys, 
who still reside in Louisiana.—St. 
Lonis Republic.
